1 . Applicant's arguments filed 09/10/2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. The argument concerning the restriction requirement has been considered but 
since claim 1 is directed to image based processing and claim 12 is directed to object 
based image processing the searches for the two divergent types of systems is 
different. Object based image processing systems process the model data describing 
the objects while image based system process pixel data. The body of art the needs to 
be searched for processing model data is different than the body of art that is searched 
for processing pixel data. 

3. The argument concerning the 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph rejection is not 
persuasive because figures 2-4 are directed to object based image processing while the 
rejected claims (1-11, 15-25 and 29) and figures 8-10 are directed to image based 
processing. Note that step S34 of figure 3 renders objects A, B and C illustrated in 
figure 4 while claim 1 renders the output image at the rendering position which is 
illustrated in figure 9 and 10 as the dotted lines surrounding the ship. To one of ordinary 
skill in the art "rendering objects" that form an image is different than rendering an 
image at a position. See the above paragraph concerning the restriction requirement. 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
